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PREFACE TO THE NINTH REPORT. 



George Royal Pulsifer, our late Class Secretary, issued the 
Eighth Report of the Class of 1888 in January, 1920. In his 
introductory note he recounted our Class activities following 
the Twenty-fifth Reunion down to and including June, 1919. 
Taking up the history where he left off, our records show an 
unbroken succession of Class Spreads and Class Meetings, 
annually, at No. 1 Holworthy on Commencement Day from 
1920 to and including 1928. In addition to these observances, 
Frederick Bradlee in June, 1920, entertained the Class at 
lunch at his country-seat at Sherbom. In June, 1921, Fred- 
eric Kennard had the Class as his guests at his home in 
Newton Centre. In June, 1922, Charles Adams invited the 
Class to his home at Concord for a Class Dinner. The year 
1923, which was the year of our Thirty-fifth Anniversary, 
opened with a Class Dinner given in the month of February 
at the Harvard Club of New York by Benjamin and Judge 
George Albert Carpenter and S. L. Swarts. Judge Carpenter 
presided. The June reunion began the day before Commence- 
ment when Larz Anderson and his wife entertained the Class 
and their wives at lunch in Brookline. From the Andersons' 
the Class went in a body to the Yale baseball game on Soldiers 
Field. Late on Commencement afternoon we motored by way 
of B. W. Palmer's estate in Hamilton to James Appleton's 
farm at Ipswich where he was host to upwards of fifty of us 
at the Class Dinner. 

In the month of August, 1923, the Class sustained a griev- 
ous loss in the death of our beloved, faithful and efficient 
Class Secretary, George Pulsifer, who had served us since 
1905. To succeed him the present Class Secretary was 
elected in December, 1923. 

In February, 1924, at the Tavern Club in Boston the 
Massachusetts members of the Class gave a Class Dinner in

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honor of their new Secretary. President Adams presided. 
On Commencement Day, 1924, we motored to Manchester 
where Philip Dexter gave us a Class Dinner at his country- 
seat. In February, 1925, at the Harvard Club of New York 
the New York members of the Class gave a Class Dinner at 
which the Class Secretary presided. Our hosts on Commence- 
ment night in that year were Asaph Churchill and Stephen 
Codman who gave a Class Dinner at the Hoosic-Whisick Club 
in Ponkapoag. The Massachusetts members of the Class 
entertained us at a Class Dinner at the Tavern Club in Boston 
in February, 1926, at which President Adams presided. In 
June, 1926, our Class Dinner was omitted because of a death 
in the family of the classmate who had intended to be our host. 
The New York members of the Class gave a Class Dinner at 
the Harvard Club of New York in February, 1927, at which 
Colonel Rand presided, and on Commencement night in the 
following June we were the dinner guests of James Austin at 
his home in Dover. 

In the year 1928, which saw the celebration of our Fortieth 
Anniversary, we had no winter reunion. On Wednesday, 
June 20, the day before Commencement, we assembled at the 
Harvard Club of Boston at 10 a. m. At 11 a. m., in motors 
provided by members of the Class, we proceeded to Weld, the 
country-seat of Mr. and Mrs. Anderson, where we were en- 
tertained at lunch with the same bountiful hospitality we had 
enjoyed there on previous occasions. The wives of several 
of the members of the Class were present at the Andersons'. 
The postponement of the Yale baseball game, which we had 
expected to attend, caused little or no regret since we thus 
had the privilege of staying longer at W'cld. The evening 
was left free for small parties, rest and visiting. Commence- 
ment Day the Class reported in unusual numbers for the 
Class Spread and the meeting at No. 1 Holworthy and for 
the alumni procession and afternoon exercises. At 4 :15 p. m. 
the Class took motors for Boulderwood, the country-seat of 
Philip Dexter in Manchester where, for the second time, he 
was our host at our Class Dinner. Eighty-six members of the 
Class were present at his generous board. All told, there 
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were present at some or all of the events of the reunion 
ninety-six. At the suggestion of the Class Secretary most of 
the members of the Class who came from a distance put up at 
the Parker House with the thought that it would be agreeable 
to be gathered at one hotel and in a familiar location rather 
than scattered all over the town and its suburbs. The idea 
proved quite worth while. 



''How many were in our Class at the beginning"? ''How 
many did we graduate"? These two questions, asked many 
times of all class secretaries, are not easy to answer. With 
respect to the Class of 1888 the University Catalogue for the 
college year 1884-1885 shows 255 men in the regular fresh- 
man Class of 1888 in the College and 5 in the regular first- 
year class in the Lawrence Scientific School. From this total 
of 260 should be deducted those who had been dropped from 
earlier classes and who never became permanently affiliated 
with the Class of 1888. Striking 11 such men from the 260 
leaves 249. By custom, however, we add to our freshman list 
the first-year "special students" in College — 24, and in the 
Scientific School — 4. This brings our aggregate to 277, which 
answers the first of the questions. 

During our four-years' course as undergraduates we lost a 
good many by resignation or dismission and we gained several 
who entered College as upper classmen. 

The University Catalogue for the college year 1888-1889 
gives a list of 234 men as having received in regular course in 
June, 1888, the degree of A. B., 4 the degree of C. E. and 1 
the degree of S. B. From the total of 239 we should deduct 
5 for men identified with previous classes and who never be- 
came permanently affiliated with the Class of 1888. We 
should also deduct one more because of the duplicated listing 
of our classmate Major Chandler Davis who won the unusual 
distinction of receiving both A. B. and C. E. at the same time. 
Still another name should be withdrawn by reason of the 
fact that Ervin Wardman of the Class of 1889 received his 
A. B. degree for three years' work and thus was listed with 
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our own graduates. Allowing for these, the number becomes 
reduced to 232. This, however, does not quite complete the 
story. 

In June, 1889, and at other Commencements, certain mem- 
bers of the Class of 1888 received their A. B. degrees ''as of 
the Class of 1888." These men are enrolled as A. B. grad- 
uates with our Class in the Quinquennial Catalogue [Edition 
of 1925] which puts our graduate list at 244 receiving the 
degree of A. B., four C. E. and one S. B. Here, again, are 
included several men identified with earlier classes and never, 
in our opinion, affiliated with the Class of 1888. The list also 
includes the name of Ervin Wardman of the Class of 1889 
who received his A. B. at the end of his junior year in June, 
1888. Th-e name of Major Davis is given twice. Striking 
from the Quinquennial 's aggregate of 249 the names of seven 
who, according to popular understanding, belonged to other 
classes, and deducting one, for Major Davis's duplication, we 
have 241 left. But no less than five members of our Class 
received in subsequent years the degree of A. B., and one the 
degree of S. B. without its being specified ''as of the Class of 
1888. ' ' If these six names be added it brings the number of 
our graduates to 247 which seems, on the whole, the most 
satisfactory answer to the second of the questions. 

In the year 1923 Secretary Pulsifer counted 311 who "had 
graduated or were socially connected with the Class." The 
present Report omits three men who, in the opinion of the 
Class Secretary, were identified with prior classes and adds 
the names of several men never listed by Secretary Pulsifer. 
The present aggregate number seems to exceed his by one. 
It is possible that two more men who were registered with us 
for a brief period at the beginning of our freshman year 
could properly be added to our list, but for various reasons 
it has been deemed inexpedient to do so at this time. 



Beginning with the year 1924 we have omitted on Com- 
mencement Day to go through the form of passing resolutions 
on the year's deaths. Consequently, no such resolutions have 
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been sent to the families of decedents. Instead, the Class 
Secretary, as soon as practicable after the death of a member 
of the Class has written on behalf of the whole Class a letter 
of condolence to a member or members of the family of the 
deceased in every case where any surviving family connec- 
tions could be discovered. This change in method was not 
the result of oversight. It was a deliberate attempt to substitute 
for what was formal, often perfunctory and almost always 
suggestive of the mere business routine of a business board, 
some expression that would be timely, natural and sincere. 
It must be admitted that this changed practice has not been 
unanimously approved, but the Class Secretary hopes that for 
the reasons stated and others that will occur to those who 
attend Commencement meetings, it will come to be recognized 
as simpler and more genuine. 



This report follows former practice in referring to earlier 
reports for records of those deceased members of the Class 
whose obituaries have already been published therein. This, 
of course, may not be entirely satisfactory to surviving mem- 
bers who have lost or mislaid the earlier reports but it seems 
to be the only practical way of avoiding duplication and keep- 
ing the reports within reasonable size. It may be helpful to 
remind the members of the Class that complete sets of our 
Class Reports can be found in the Harvard University Library, 
the library of the Harvard Club of New York City and the 
library of the Harvard Club of Boston. The Class Secretary 
also has in the Class archives a copy of aU of our Class Re- 
ports except the seventh. The archives contain no duplicates.

Benjamin Carpenter, son of George Benjamin and Eliza- 
beth Curtis (Green) Carpenter, was born at Chicago, Illinois, 
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September 16, 1865, and died at his home in that city on 
February 23, 1927, after a long season of precarious health. 
He entered Harvard as a special student in the Lawrence 
Scientific School in the autumn of 1884 and took rooms at 
No. 746 Cambridge Street with his brother, George Albert 
Carpenter, who had just enrolled as a freshman in Harvard 
College. The next year Benjamin Carpenter appeared as a 
second-year regular student in the Scientific School. He con- 
tinued in that department of the University until his gradu- 
ation with the degree of S.B. in June, 1888. In the last three 
years of his course he and his brother, George, roomed in 
44 Matthews. Throughout his undergraduate career and 
thereafter Benjamin Carpenter was one of the conspicuous 
and well-known members of the Class of 1888. When he first 
came to Cambridge he brought with him a considerable knowl- 
edge of music — both vocal and instrumental — ^which he used 
for the delight of his fellow students. He entered actively 
into the social life of the undergraduates and became a lead- 
ing figure in several of the college organizations. In his 
senior year he took the title role in the Hasty Pudding Club's 
musical extravaganza, composed 'Eighty-Eight's Class song, 
was leader of the Glee Club and played first violin in the 
Pierian Sodality. He was a member of the Institute of 1770 
and the Delta Phi Club. After graduation he entered his 
life's work as a business man with the firm of George B. Car- 
penter & Co., ship chandlers and dealers in railroad and mill 
supplies, at Chicago. Long before his death he had risen to 
the head of the establishment. He was also a director of 
several other large industrial and financial institutions and 
had become one of Chicago's substantial and important citi- 
zens. He had been President of the Associated Harvard 
Clubs and of the Harvard Club of Chicago. The Great War 
found him ready and willing to do his part. Entering the 
army as Captain in the Quartermaster Corps he served in 
commercial and industrial lines at various points along the 
Atlantic Seaboard. He retired at the close of hostilities with 
the rank of Lieutenant Colonel. 

Abounding in youthful spirits and constant in his loyalty 
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to the Class of 1888 Benjamin Carpenter never found the dis- 
tance to a Class Reunion too great for him to travel if his 
business responsibilities and the condition of his health per- 
mitted him to make the trip.

Richard Percy Chittenden, an experienced practitioner of 
municipal law, died at his home at Tokeneke, Darien, Con- 
necticut, on September 16, 1928, after a long illness. He 
was bom June 12, 1866, at Brooklyn, New York, the son of 
Richard Handy and Lucy Lee (Brace) Chittenden. He re- 
ceived his early education at private schools and in the 
preparatory department of the Brooklyn Polytechnic Insti- 
tute. Entering upon the collegiate course at that institution 
he graduated in 1887 and was the valedictorian of his class, 
receiving the degree of A.B. from the University of the State 
of New York. He entered Harvard College as a senior in 
September, 1887, registering from Brooklyn.

Charles Francis Choate, leader of the Boston Bar and one 
of the most distinguished of Harvard alumni of his genera- 
tion, died in Boston on November 30, 1927. While attending 
as counsel before the United States District Court on the 
morning of that day, he suddenly appeared to faint, revived 
sufficiently to be easily helped from the courtroom to the Mas- 
sachusetts General Hospital, but shortly after reaching the 
hospital and before physicians could determine the exact 
nature of his illness, he collapsed and almost immediately 
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expired. Charles Choate was a native of Cambridge, the son 
of Charles Francis and Elizabeth W. (Carlile) Choate. He 
was born October 23, 1866. He fitted for college at St. 
Mark 's School, Southboro, entered Harvard in the autumn of 
1884, took the regular academic course and graduated A.B. in 
June, 1888. In his freshman year he registered from Cam- 
bridge: thereafter from Southboro. Throughout his under- 
graduate course he was one of the catchers on the '88 nine. 
As an upper classman he sometimes played on the University 
nine. He roomed at 20 Holyoke Street. He was a member 
of the Institute of 1770, the D.K.E., the Hasty Pudding Club 
and the Varsity Club. For the two years immediately follow- 
ing his graduation from college he was a special student in 
the Harvard Law School, rooming for one year at 65 Mt. 
Auburn Street and for the second year at 205 Beacon Street, 
Boston. In 1890 he entered the office of Josiah H. Benton, 
counsel for the New York, New Haven and Hartford Rail- 
road Company, and in that year was admitted to the Maissa- 
chusetts Bar. His progress at the law was rapid and con- 
stant. He became counsel for various of the New England 
railroads and other great corporations. Both as a court 
lawyer and an office lawyer he had been ranked for years by 
his contemporaries as one of the foremost members of his pro- 
fession in the United States. The distinction of his profes- 
sional work before juries, courts and other public bodies not 
infrequently reminded observers that he was upholding the 
Choate tradition as established long ago by his kinsmen Rufus 
Choate of Massachusetts and Joseph Hodges Choate of New 
York. At the time of his death Charles Choate was the senior 
member of the law firm of Choate, Hall & Stewart with offices 
at 30 State Street, Boston. His home remained at Southboro. 
Choate was a director of the New York, New Haven and 
Hartford Railroad Company, the American Telephone and 
Telegraph Company, the Merchants National Bank and other 
corporations. Since 1908 he had been one of the regents of 
the Smithsonian Institution at Washington, D. C, and for a 
long time was active in the affairs of the town of Southboro of 
which he had been one of the selectmen. 
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It goes without saying that in the death of Charles Choate 
the Class of 1888 has lost one of its brightest ornaments. Al- 
though his professional engagements so crowded him that he 
could only occasionally attend the Class Reunions, the Class 
Committee can testify to the liberality of his support of all 
Class undertakings and the constancy of his interest in them. 
Only a few weeks before his death he had offered to entertain 
the entire Class at his seat at Southboro for one of the days 
of the Fortieth Anniversary celebration.

Alan Cuningham, son of John Francis and Sarah Elizabeth 
(Catts) Cuningham, died at his residence, 301 Yale Avenue, 
Swarthmore, Pa., April 11, 1924. He received his prepara- 
tory education at Pennington Seminary in New Jersey and 
at Phillips Exeter Academy. Entering Harvard College in 
the autumn of 1884, he took the regular course and graduated 
A.B. in June, 1888. In college he registered from Smyrna, 
Del. In his freshman year he roomed in Divinity 39. In the 
three following years he roomed in Thayer 30. He spent one 
year at the Harvard Law School, rooming in Stoughton 14. 
After leaving Cambridge, Cuningham was seen but by few 
of his classmates. He seems never to have communicated with 
a Class Secretary and he never attended a Class Reunion. 
For years his address had been unknown to the editor of the 
Harvard Alumni Directory. 

Having taken up the profession of the law, Cuningham was 
admitted to the Delaware Bar in May, 1892. From July, 
1892, to July, 1893, he is reported as having held the office 
of Deputy Solicitor for the City of Wilmington. Ill health 
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having obliged him to go South he was at Asheville, N. C, 
in 1894. Later, he spent some time at Saranac. In 1895 he 
joined the staff of the Philadelphia Public Ledger. He be- 
came a staff editorial writer in the following year. The 
breadth of his information coupled with the force and clear- 
ness of his style won for him a respected place in journalism. 
He advanced to the positions of city editor and then manag- 
ing editor. His inclination and abilities being literary rather 
than administrative, he returned to editorial writing exclu- 
sively and became the associate editor of the newspaper. He 
is said to have exercised a large and wholesome control over 
its editorial policy. After C. H. K. Curtis acquired the 
Ledger, about the year 1915, Cuningham served for some 
months as chief editor p7^o tern, and until the new staff was 
fully installed. 

Possessed of a substantial fortune but with health impaired, 
Cuningham withdrew from journalism in 1916 to devote him- 
self to farming. He had extensive agricultural enterprises 
in the State of Delaware as well as near Media in Pennsyl- 
vania. In connection with his Black Horse Farm at Media 
he kept the old Black Horse Tavern which he restored and 
furnished in excellent taste and maintained as a roadhouse 
for motorists. The choice products of his farms found their 
way to the Bellevue-Stratford Hotel and to the University 
Club at Philadelphia of which he was a member. 

Cuningham married (1) at New York City, January 22, 
1894, Ethel Pusey of Wilmington, Del., who died November 
25, 1918. By her he had three sons, Alan, John Francis and 
Edward Pusey.

Franklin Henry Dewart died suddenly at St. Albans, Vt., 
February 23, 1928. He was bom at Norwood, Ont., Can., 
February 3, 1861, the son of Eev. James Hartley and 
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Mary (Day) Dewart. He had graduated at Ohio Wes- 
leyan University with the degree of A.B. in 1879 before com- 
ing to Cambridge. He married Miss Stella Clement of Wil- 
loughby, Ohio, at Cleveland, in January, 1880, and, at the 
time he enrolled as a student in the Graduate Department of 
Harvard University in the autumn of 1887, he had been 
practicing for several years as a civil engineer and was the 
father of four children. For the one year that he was a 
student at Harvard he registered from Cambridge and lived 
at No. 8% South Street. He specialized in mathematics and 
received his Harvard A.B. with the Class of 1888. From 
Cambridge he went to St. Albans, Vt., where he at once be- 
came Principal of St. Albans Academy and Superintendent 
of Public Schools. In 1894 he resigned these positions to re- 
sume the practice of civil engineering. Thereafter he served 
as a member of the Board of Public Works of St. Albans, 
and as examiner of teachers for Franklin County, Vermont. 
From 1906 to 1908 he was a member of the House of Repre- 
sentatives in the Vermont Legislature. Upwards of fifteen 
years ago he moved to Burlington, Vt., which remained his 
home until his death. 

Dewart was well known in Vermont as a civil engineer. 
His practice had taken him to all parts of the State. His 
professional attainments were so esteemed by the Vermont 
authorities that he was retained by them as chief engineer and 
surveyor in the preparation of the suit brought in the United 
States Supreme Court by Vermont against New Hampshire 
to determine the boundary line between the two states. On 
that case, which is still pending, he had been engaged for sev- 
eral years. He was the editor of An Index to the Papers of 
the Vermont Surveyors-General (1916) and Transcripts of 
Township Charters Granted hy Vermont (1922). Both of 
these important and valuable works were published by state 
authority. It is doubtful if he ever attended a Class Reunion 
but he was diligent in reporting to his Class Secretary. The 
present Secretary knew him pleasantly and had corresponded 
with him on matters pertaining to Vermont history.

Wendell Phillips Elkins died at Andover, N. H., January 
17, 1926. He was bom at Fairfield, Vt., September 16, 1862, 
the son of James Hervey and Eleanor Lucretia (Farrand) 
Elkins. He entered Harvard College in the autumn of 1884 
as a regular student registering from Andover, N. H. 
Throughout his college course he roomed in No. 52 College 
House. For his standing in his freshman year he received a 
Detur. In the list of those of the Class who won similar 
awards his name comes twenty-third, following Chenoweth's 
and preceding Gibson's. He had a Bowditch Scholarship in 
the sophomore year, the Class of 1856 Scholarship in the 
junior year and a Shattuck Scholarship in the senior year. 
He was a member of the Phi Beta Kappa. He graduated 
A.B., summa cum laude, in June, 1888, with honorable men- 
tion in Philosophy and Political Economy, and was assigned 
an oration. After working for three years on his father's 
farm at Andover and writing for the press, he returned to 
Cambridge in 1891 to enter the Divinity School. There he 
took the full course and received on graduation the degrees 
of S.T.B. and A.M. Having been ordained as a Unitarian 
clergyman he had pastorates successively in Bath, N. H., and 
Peterboro, N. H. From 1899 to 1900 he spent a year in 
Manchester, N. H., studying theology and officiating as lay 
reader in an Episcopal Church.

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Edward Albert Fargo, son of Charles Henry and Mary 
Evelyn (Sweet) Fargo, was bom at Chicago, May 25, 1865, 
and died there December 6, 1926.

Of this learned and distinguished but, to us, slightly-known 
classmate Secretary Pulsifer wrote as follows : 

*' Herbert Haviland Field died in Zurich, Switzerland, 
April 6, 1921. Field was internationally known as a zoolo- 
gist and founder of the Concilium Bibliographicum at Zurich. 
In addition to his A.B. degree he had received the degree of 
A.M. from Harvard in 1889 and Ph.D. in 1891. He had also 
received degrees from the Universities of Freiburg, Leipsig, 
and Paris. He was an honorary assistant at the Museum of 
Comparative Zoology in Harvard in 1892. He had published 
many works on embryology and zoology. He had served the 
United States during the War on the Purchasing Board in 
Switzerland and was also an adviser of the American Com- 
mission to Negotiate Peace.'* 

Mr. Francis B. Keene '80, United States Consul General 
at Rome, wrote of Dr. Field as follows : 

**He was one of the most high-minded and pure-minded 
men I have ever known, and I doubt that the Quaker spirit 
ever produced a finer specimen of mentality and character. 
He was the Dean of Americans in Switzerland, for it must have 
been about 25 years ago that he founded the Concilium Biblio- 
graphicum in Zurich, where was gathered the fullest possible 
record of publications anywhere in the world concerning any 
branch of biology. As he was the civilian Dean, I was the 
official Dean, of the American group in Switzerland. I relied 
greatly on his enlightened judgment in many important ques- 
tions during my service of twelve years, 1905 to 1917, es- 
pecially during the period of my war service there before I 
was sent to Rome. We both spoke all three of the official lan- 
guages of the land, but his wider acquaintance with the im- 
portant people, scientific and literary as well as those in 
public life, made his insight and vision greater than mine. 
He was truly a good man, and there are, alas, none too many 
of them on this earth. 
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**As a companion in excursions, he was a satisfying de- 
light. I recall particularly the times when I climbed the 
Mythen with him and his son Noel, and when he and I 
tramped from Kandersteg over the Gemmi Pass down into 
the Rhone Valley. To feast the eyes on great beauties of 
nature, and at the same time to have the mental feast of his 
conversation, was a combination peculiarly fine. ' '

Robert Higginson Fuller, son of George and Agnes Gordon 
(Higginson) Fuller, was bom at Deerfield, Mass., September 
18, 1864, where he lived until he was sixteen. He then passed 
two years at school in Dudley, Mass. After that his family 
moved to Boston. In Boston he fitted for the Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology but changed his plans and entered 
Harvard in the autumn of 1884 as a regular student in the 
academic department with the Class of 1888. His classmates 
remember him as rather more mature than the majority of 
them. Registering always from Deerfield he roomed for three 
years in 66 Thayer and for his senior year in 44 Weld. He 
was a member of the Institute of 1770, the Art Club, the 
Hasty Pudding Club and the O.K. Society. He was an editor 
of the Advocate and of the Lampoon. From his father he in- 
herited a talent for drawing and painting, was Artist for the 
Pudding and an illustrator for the Lampoon. For one term 
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he was Kr. for the Pudding. For his scholarship in his 
freshman year he received a Detur and at graduation with 
A.B. in June, 1888, he was assigned a Disquisition with an 
award of Honorable Mention in French. He was a member 
of his Class crew. 

After graduation Fuller was in newspaper work with the 
Worcester Spy in Worcester, Mass., and with the Albany 
Evemng Journal with his classmate, William Barnes, in Al- 
bany, N. Y. When Governor Hughes of New York took 
office in 1907 he chose Eobert Fuller as his secretary. This 
position Fuller held until appointed a member of the New 
York State Water Supply Commission in 1909.

James Ambrose Gallivan, Member of Congress from the 
Twelfth Congressional District of Massachusetts, died sud- 
denly on the morning of April 3, 1928, at the Ring Hospital 
in Arlington, Mass. He was bom in South Boston, October 
22, 1866, the son of James S. and Mary (Fljoin) Gallivan. 
He fitted for college at the Boston Latin School, entered Har- 
vard College in the autumn of 1884 and graduated with the 
degree of A.B. in June, 1888. He and his brother, the late 
William Joseph Gallivan, M.D., were room-mates. Except 
for their junior year they roomed at 37 Bolton Street, South 
Boston. As juniors they roomed at 896 Main Street, Cam- 
bridge. During his college course James Gallivan was a con- 
spicuous baseball player and as an upper classman some- 
times played on the University nine. Since his graduation, 
with the exception of a few years when he worked as reporter 
for the Boston Herald and Boston Globe successively, he had 
been almost continuously in public office and he had always 
been constantly active as a politician in the Democratic party. 

James Gallivan 's first public work was that of chief clerk 
in the office of the Boston City Architect. In 1895 and 1896 
he was a member of the Massachusetts House of Representa- 
tives, in 1897 and 1898 a state senator, and for fourteen years 
the street commissioner of the City of Boston. In the spring 
of 1914 he was elected to the sixty-third Congress from the 
Twelfth Congressional District of Massachusetts at a special 
election to fill a vacancy. Thereafter he won his seat at each 
succeeding election. His work in behalf of his constituency 
had proved so satisfactory and his popularity had become so 
great that in the election of 1926 he was unopposed. Of 
native talents beyond the ordinary, he had the aptitude, the 
education and the special training to make him a useful legis- 
lator. He had become a nationally known figure. He was 
a ready, forceful and entertaining speaker. His audacious 
and witty sallies often enlivened the proceedings of Congress, 
especially on the frequent occasions when he was denouncing 
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Prohibition, the 18th Amendment and the Volstead Act. For 
what is commonly called a regular organization party man 
he exhibited courage and independence to an unusual degree. 
He had admirers even outside his own political party. The 
late President Roosevelt had been quoted as commending him. 
President Coolidge wrote ''His passing is a real loss to the 
Commonwealth. ' ' 

A letter written to his Class Secretary by James Gallivan 
just before his first election to Congress contained this char- 
acteristic sentence: ''If I go to Washington I shall remember 
at all times that I am a member of the Class of '88, a son of 
old Harvard, and a citizen of the foremost commonwealth in 
all the country. ' ' He lived up to that promise. Here is what 
he last wrote : "I have been a member of the House of Rep- 
resentatives, Congress of the United States, since March, 
1914. I am now serving my eighth term which wiU expire 
March 4, 1929. This is a busy job and I have had little time 
to devote to any other activity outside of my work as a Rep- 
resentative. However, I rather enjoy my work and I take 
special pride in letting my classmates know that although no 
Representative from my district ever had more than two 
terms in Congress I am enjoying my eighth consecutive term. 
Now and then I have had some opposition in the Democratic 
primaries for re-nomination but they haven't 'scalped' me as 
yet and, as a loyal member of the Class of '88, 'I do not 
choose' to permit them to do so." 

His college classmates were fond of him and he of them. 
He was a favorite speaker at his Class dinners and will be 
greatly missed at Class reunions. 

He married at Boston, February 21, 1898, Louise Agnes 
Burke. He left surviving him his widow and one son. His 
home was at 353 West Fourth Street, South Boston.

He was with the Class at Commencement 
and seemed well and in good spirits. Gallivan had devoted 
his later career to public health service and had done excel- 
lent work in the Boston public schools and for the State Board 
of Health. He had charge of the institutions for tuberculous 
patients and his interest and ability were highly valued by 
his associates. His widow and two children survive him. His 
classmates will always remember his quiet, friendly and un- 
assuming manner which made him a very welcome member 
at all reunions.'' 

In the Boston Transcript appeared a fine tribute to William 
Gallivan written by Mayor Fitzgerald. The following is an 
extract : 

'' Almost before any man of his time, in this part of the 
country at least, he perceived the danger of the spread of 
tuberculosis among the poor ; and it was at his suggestion that 
his brother, James A. Gallivan, when a member of the Legis- 
lature in the early nineties, introduced a bill calling for the 
establishment of the first State tuberculosis hospital for 
worthy people. This marked the beginning of Massachusetts 
leadership in this wonderful work; and curiously enough, 
Dr. Gallivan, at the time of his death, had become the gen- 
eral director of all the State sanatoria, having given up his 
general practice two years ago on account of heart trouble, 
to which he finally succumbed. The fact that he undertook 
this work when his health was so badly impaired was a fine 
tribute to his spirit of sacrifice. He told Professor Sedgwick, 
who pleaded with him to accept the appointment from Gov- 
ernor Coolidge, that the job would kill him, and then calmly 
said, *What is the difference: what better end!' — and so he 
died."

James Mott HalloweU died at his country-seat at Wianno 
on Cape Cod, July 10, 1928, after an illness of several months. 
He was bom at West Medford, February 13, 1865, the son of 
Kichard Price and Anna (Davis) Hallowell. He entered 
Harvard College as a freshman in the autumn of 1884, regis- 
tering from West Medford, took the regular academic course 
and graduated with the degree of A.B. cum laude and with 
honorable mention in Political Economy in June, 1888.

He writes: ^* After seven years' service in the American 
Legation at Athens, I resigned early in 1920, in order to 
accept the post, offered me by Mr. Venizelos, of Director of 
the Press Dept. in the Greek Ministry of Foreign Affairs. A 
few months later, the Venizelos Government resigned, owing 
to the adverse results of the elections, and King Constantine 
was restored to the throne of Greece. I was not given the 
'Order of the Sack,' but was merely superseded in my func- 
tions by a nominee of the restored King, and was put on the 
waiting list (d la disponiUlite) , until the Smyrna catastrophe 
and the revolution of September, 1922, drove Constantine 
once more out of the country, when I was reinstated in my 
post, which I have held since then. My duties consist chiefly 
in supplying the foreign press with information (I trust, 
reliable) about Greece and her problems and in organizing 
the participation of Greece in international congresses and 
gatherings abroad. Also, in keeping the Greek Government 
services informed of what is going on in the foreign press, 
especially in matters which concern or interest Greece. It 
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is an interesting, but fatiguing job, and I feel that I am 
aging rapidly, though senile decay has not yet actually set in. 

* ' I am doing my best to get over to Cambridge for our 40th 
anniversary next June ; but the prospect of such a long leave 
is for the present not very encouraging. ' '

About a year ago he wrote : * * Eight years are a large seg- 
ment of an average life's circle, and you ask me to write 
down what I have been doing in so long a stretch of time! 
Seven years ago, in early Spring, I had the joy of recovering 
from an illness that had laid me low for four entire years. 
This joy was intensified when I was vouchsafed the late happi- 
ness of marrying my dearest helpmate. As I look back that 
was the outstanding event during the period whose chronicle 
I am asked to write. City life had long since lost its lure for 
both of us when we decided to exchange it for our permanent 
home, out here, in silent Murnau, in the foothills of Ger- 
many's loftiest mountains. To the South, the high range of 
Bavarian Alps, to the North, a lovely isle-dotted lake and a 
prospect of rolling meadows and forest. East and West with 
that ever fresh mystery of rising and setting sun. Such the 
outlook. Indoors, books and comfort, choice products of art 
and craft of ancient Roman and Greek, and a desk groaning 
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with correspondence and pen-work of one kind and another. 
Advancing years that bring pleasant and often undeserved 
praise for the fruits of some of my endeavors do make them- 
selves felt — there's no denying it and the mirror gives elo- 
quent proof of departed youth! It is 23 years since I left 
New York to settle down in the land in which my parents were 
bom, but my interest in occurrences and developments at 
home has never diminished. Viva voce tidings and accounts 
of events in the United States are, alack, much rarer than I 
would wish, and the joy of taking many an old friend by the 
hand and of hearing many a familiar voice of younger days 
is too seldom mine.

William Nelson, a leader in the business and educational 
circles of Nashville, Tennessee, died at the Vanderbilt Hos- 
pital in that city on October 17, 1926, following a heart at- 
tack with which he was stricken two days before. He was 
born at Nashville, April 28, 1866, the son of Charles and 
Louisa (Rolfing) Nelson and made his home for his entire 
life in his native town. His early education he received in 
the public schools of Nashville and the Montgomery-Bell 
Academy. At Phillips Exeter Academy he fitted for col- 
lege. He entered Harvard College as a regular student in 
the autumn of 1884, took the full four-year course and grad- 
uated in June, 1888, with the degree of A. B. and honorable 
mention in chemistry. In college he was a member of the 
Pi Eta Society. In his freshman year he roomed at 17 Story 
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Street and for the following three years at 379 Harvard 
Street. After graduating at Cambridge he entered upon his 
long, honorable and successful business career. The enter- 
prises in which he became a helpful force were many. Some 
of them were the Green Brier Distillery, the Wanota Cotton 
Mills, the Morgan and Hamilton Bag Factory, the Central 
National Bank, the Guaranty Title Trust Company, the 
Nashville & Decatur Eailroad, the Nashville Railway & Light 
Company and the Alabama Fuel & Iron Company. Having 
been a director of the Nashville Trust Company since 1891 
and a vice president for several years, he succeeded to the 
presidency in 1917.

Dr. Pease has become a citizen of California. Early in 
1928 he wrote as follows: 

'*More than eight years ago, it occurred to me that I had 
done perhaps my small share in service to the surgically as 
well as the medically ill and I decided after mature consid- 
eration to take a rest and try to care for my family and my- 
self. Each summer during this time, we have motored 
through the New England states and Canada as far as Mon- 
treal and Quebec on the North and New Brunswick and Nova 
Scotia on the Northeast. In these trips we have Etlways man- 
aged to find some good trout fishing. One year a^o in Sep- 
tember we came by motor across the continent by way of 
Santa Fe trail, arriving here in Pasadena in about four 
weeks, having gone leisurely and spent only half the time 
traveling, but at St. Louis we found a temperature of ninety- 
five and at Colorado Springs it was freezing. The Mojave 
desert was hot and uncomfortable but on the whole most of 
the roads were good. After spending the winter in Pasadena 
we went to La JoUa for the month of April, and May first 
started for Alaska, going as far as Seattle by motor. We went 
by steamer from Seattle to Skagway and by train from there 
to the Yukon River, where the travelers in the gold rush lost 
so many men and boats. We then went to Lake Athio, British 
Columbia, where we had good lake trout fishing. After this 
we went to Seattle and took our motor to Vancouver Island, 
B. C, and then went up the island as far as the motor road 
goes, Campbell River. Here we fished for a month for salmon 
as the largest salmon are supposed to come here. I caught 
many of them, one weighing forty-five pounds and four feet 
six inches long. This catch made me a member of the Tyee 
Club of British Columbia. At the end of the month we mo- 
tored back to Seattle and then down the coast to Grant's 
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Pass, Oregon, to fish for steelhead on the Rogue River, which 
Zane Grey has written about. He has a camp near there for 
steelhead fishing. The steelhead are hard to catch but by- 
working in a boat in the rapids and along shore, I was able 
to catch some. After a few weeks we motored back to Pasa- 
dena. We had no trouble with the motor and I must say the 
roads are excellent, especially in California. I write at 
length of this trip so that if any of my classmates think of 
such a trip, they may get some idea of it. There are good 
hotels all the way at convenient distances. ' '

He writes: *^In June, 1920, I resigned my position as 
Headmaster of the Boston Latin School to enter the service 
of Harvard College as Chairman of the Committee on Ad- 
mission.

Edward Hosmer Savary, who for several years had been 
physically infirm, died suddenly at the Charlesgate Hospital, 
Cambridge, on June 3, 1926.

Julius Freiberg Workum died in Washington, D. C, Au- 
gust 31, 1924. He had been called there on business on June 
24, became acutely ill and was sent to the Emergency Hos- 
pital where he remained until his death. His ailment was 
found to be blood poisoning occasioned by an infected tooth 
which had been removed shortly before his trip. Endocar- 
ditis developed. His surgeons performed three operations 
upon him at intervals during the summer and several times ad- 
ministered blood transfusions. Julius Workum — or ''Buck" 
Workum as he was familiarly called by most of his classmates 
and many others — was one of the comparatively widely 
known men of his Class. He was born in Cincinnati, Ohio, 
July 23, 1866, the son of the late Levi J. and Hannah 
(Ezekiel) Workum. Entering Harvard College in the 
autumn of 1884, he took the regular academic course, gradu- 
ated with the degree of A.B. in June, 1888, received hon- 
orable mention in Philosophy and Political Economy and was 
assigned a disquisition at Commencement. While in college 
he was a member of the Hasty Pudding Club and took part 
in its theatricals. On finishing his college course he took three 
years at the Harvard Law School where he was awarded in 
1889 the degree of A.M. for his first year's work and the 
degree of LL.B. cum laude on graduation in 1891. 

On first coming to Cambridge Julius Workum and his fel- 
low townsman, S. L. Swarts, drew No. 12 Weld as their quar- 
ters. There, for seven years, these two Cincinnati classmates 
roomed and offered generous hospitality. Their names are 
still associated with each other in the minds of those who 
were their contemporaries at Cambridge. Both Swarts and 
Workum began the practice of the law in Cincinnati but both 
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soon moved elsewhere. The latter, after eighteen months in 
the law office of Kramer & Kramer in his native city, settled 
in New York where he associated himself with the firm of 
Simpson, Thacher & Barnum. Since 1903 he had been one of 
the partners. His office (later Simpson, Thacher & Bartlett) 
was one of the larger law offices of New York, numbering 
among its clients some of the country's great incorporated 
organizations. Workum's practice was general, varied and 
very active. His industry, conscientiousness, integrity and 
abilities had won for him an enviable place at the New York 
Bar. Both professionally and personally his standing in the 
community was very high. He was a trustee of St. Mark's 
Hospital in New York and a director of the Buffalo & Susque- 
hanna Railroad and of Cartier, Inc. In 1895 he married at 
Montpelier, Vt., Belle Blake Fifield, a daughter of the late 
B. F. Fifield who was an eminent Vermont lawyer. Mrs. 
Workum, a son, Fifield (A.B., 1920; LL.B., 1923), and a 
daughter survive. 

In Julius Workum 's death the Class has lost one of its most 
interested and devoted members. To his personal character, 
as one of the kindest and stanchest of friends, the Class Secre- 
tary can bear testimony. On his professional attainments 
Mr. Austen G. Fox '69, long one of the leaders of the trial 
bar, had an interesting comment to make. In conversation 
with the Class Secretary, Mr. Fox stated that he had been 
associated with Julius Workum in the trial of several very 
difficult cases and had been greatly impressed by Workum's 
mastery of his subject. ''He knew his law," said Mr. Fox. 
''But," he added, "many lawyers know their law. Workum 
was exceptional in always knowing his facts.'' ^
